The Roberts mill on the Gordon 
property keeps running on full 
time giving satisfactory result?!.

It was asserted last summer by 
gome of the members of the Con- 
solidated Co. that the.Hix gold 
saving process would bo introduc- 
ed here in a month or so from that 
time, but their intentions have 
not been carried out and we have 
no idea that they will. Only one 
of the things has been manufac- 
tured and it is still at Ft. Wayne. 
Indiana, where it was first located 
for a test. They have either lost 
the pattern or the invention is no 
good, However wo don't care, be- 
cause the fewer of these so called 
savers we have here the better it 
is for both the investors and the 
country at large. 

Work is still progressing down 
at the Hand b'ya few laborers, tak- 
ing out ore and crushing it by a por- 
tion of the stamps of the big mill. 
Latter part of last year Mr. Brey- 
man, president of the Consolida- 
ted Co., with his own money, put 
in a machine of his invention for 
the saving of fine gold lost from 
the mill as an experiment, which 
satisfied him very well with the 
exceptions of its flouring the 
quick. Since that time he has or- 
dered a much larger one which is 
being received, and by differant 
appliances to that of the small one 
hopes to be able to prevent this 
quick trouble. Although we have 
but little confidence in this meth- 
od of gold saying on account of 
so many experiments being a fail- 
ure, we trust that Mr. Breyman 
will succeed for he has made a big 
investment here and we want him 
to get something in return for his 
faithful work and outlay of money. 

The other morning before day 
in casting our eyes over towards 
those beautiful arch lamps on 
Crown Mountain and listening to 
the rattling of the stamp mill and 
the roaring of the Huntingtons we 
wondered what those miners would 
say who used to use the long torn 
and .mortar and pestle here upon 
the first discovery of gold in this 
county, could they rise up from 
the grave and see men working in 
cuts by large glittering lamps fas- 
tened to a polo making it as bright 
as day, with giants in hand tear- 
ing up the ground, roots and 
stamps with large stream's of wa- 
ter pumped up on the mountain 
from the Chestatee river, and 
washing down the saprohte ore to 
three machines running like grist 
mills with a capacity of 1200 tons 
every 24 hours, and the hard ore 
dumped off' and moved in by ma- 
chinery to 60 stamps able to beat 
800 tons in the same length of 
time. However strange to them 
it would seem this is what 
is going on at the Crown Moun- 
tain mine. In addition to this 
preparations are being made to 
sink the shaft on the rich Wallace 
vein,
